IRISH YEARLINGS’ 
BREEDERS. 


TO 


HAT the sales of yearlings in connec- 
WV tion with the Horse Shows mean to 
the horse-breeders of the country 
can be summarised in a few figures. ‘These 
figures, it may be pointed out, refer only to 
yearlings. A further most interesting list 
coul | , compiled regarding the sales of 
horses in training, brood mares, and foals, 
hunters, etc., which are also held by Messrs. 
Goff in Show Week, and which produce 
annually a considerable revenue for those 
engaged in the bloodstock ge oan É but our 
concern, for the moment, is the Irish year- 
ling, which has built up an enviable reputa- 
tion for Ireland as a horse-breeding country, 
not only in - ngland, but on the Continent. 
The annual dispersal of the youngsters 
began at Ballsbridge on Tuesday morning, 
and so well did Captain Martin and Captain 
Vernon get throu ug their three days’ work 
in the exceptionally trying conditions that 
prevail that they were able to clear, all told, 
292 lots for an aggregate of 22,990 guineas. 
Compared with t e results achieved be- 
tween the years 1924-1951 these figures reveal 
a serious falling-off in the volume of trade. 
Since “ e “‘ peak ” year, 1929, when 529 lots 
were 8 id for 107,900 guineas, we have been 
feeling the effects of the universal economic 
depress‘on. In 1930 there was a drop of 
36,015 guineas, and twelve months ago the 
market showed a further considerable de- 
cline; while this week’s sale was even more 
i isappointing. Heretofor; a large number 
nglish and foreign buyers flocked to 
Dublin for the sales; but during the last 
three days the only representatives. of these 
markets who were in the Sale Paddocks were 
Messrs. E. P, Barthropp, H. Leader, F. 
Templeman, F. Armstrong, Bell, Hanley 
(Epsom), and Hammett.

KREUGER AND TOLL. 
A legal action was filed in Stock- 
holm on Wednesday against the directors 
of Kreuger and Toll for violation of 
the Stamp Statute in connection with 
transactiogs in Boliden Gold Mines. The 
hearing will *come on before the Court on 
August 18. The Chief of the Criminal 
Police in Stockholm has handed to the Court 
a further report regarding his investigations 
into the Kreuger affair, the Exchange re- 
ports. It deals with various financial trans- 
actions, and especially with the decision of 
the board of Kreuger and Toll to take over 
Ivar Kreuger’s holdings of 90 per cent. of 
the shares in the Boliden Mining Co., a mat- 
ter of 89,000,000kr.

Cottages at Ardmore. 


Ardmore, in Co. Waterford, must surely 
- possess some of the prettiest and quaintest 
cottages in Ireland. 1 recently came 
across two of them. Beneath the hill on 
which stands the ancient round tower I 
found an original idea in shrub decora- 
tion.. A cottier here not only has sur: 
rounded his garden with quaint shrub 
shapes, but has put them on his roof as 
well. The gable end, compietely covered 
in “thick, closely-clipped fuchsia. has 
planted on the roof edge, where slate meets 
stone, five Jarge neatly-trimmed clumps of 
shrub, which give the small house a mo.t 
fascinating appearance. The same cottier 
has embedded in his cement  walis 
hundreds of shells, stones and coloured 
china ‘pieces, which he has arranged in 
pretty designs. A villager tells me that 
the stones and shells have all been taken 
from Ardmore Strand. The result :s 
certainly a remarkably artistic frame tu 
this quaintly covered cottage. Anothe 
Ardmore cottage that I found was almost 
completely covered in jasmine. The beau 
tiful. shrub stood out at least three feet 
from the walls, in which the window- 
appeared like smali holes. The roof alone 
indicated that a cottage was underneath. 
Living in that small house must he 
literally Jike living in a bower of flowers. 


Other ACen s Luxuries. 


During breakfast in a railway restaurant 
car the other morning I heard comment 
on the fact that many of the articles of 
food which we regard in Ireland as 
necessities of life are regarded as luxuries 
in other parts of the world. Two of my 
companions gave instances to prove this. 
The first, a prosperous North of Ireland 
farmer, told how some years ago he had 
had occasion to visit the island of New- 
foundiand, and one day visited a remote 
farmhouse seeking a meal.

“Have you any milk?” my friend in- 
quired of the farmer's wife. “ No, indeed,” 
she replied with very obvious surprise 
His second question: ‘‘Have you any 
sugar, please?” inet with even greater 
surprise. '“ What sort of a country did 
you come from at all,’’ she exclaimed, 
‘‘that you want all these luxuries? The 
only sweetness that we ever get is molasses 
in barrels, which is not fit for putting in 
tea.” The second instance, given by the 
other man present, was no less revealing. 
It concerned an Austrian bishop, who 
was the guest of a Dublin household 
during the period of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress last June. This eminent ecclesiastic 
was very pleased with the cream which 
he got on his porridge every morning. 
“When I go back to Austria,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘ I must get my sister to make 
some of that.” It came as a surprise to 
him when he was informed that cream was 
not made, but was a substance taken from 
ordinary cows’ milk,

Delicacies with Fruit and 
Mushrooms.

EAR AILEEN,—Í, too, spent last week 
D in the country, and wuen the ZJrish 
Yimes arrived on Friday your freshly 
ptly put 
the 
Luckily for me, my friend’s strawberry crop 
was latish. What a pity their season is so 
very short! During Fa ‘last few days, when 
the berries got very scurce, my hostess 
initiated me into the secrets of a fresh fruit 
trifle, which used up the very end of the 
crop to full advantage and deliciously! First 
of all you must make or buy an ordinary 
round sponge cake, and when cool split it 
across and replace immediately. With a 
round scone cutter make aan of sponge to 
fit in six individual dessert glasses, an put 
one double round jn each dish. Having 
picked and washed the fruit, keep a dozen or 
more of the best for decoration. Smash up 
the remainder with a fork, dredge with castor 
sugar, and mix well with a few tablespoons- 
ful of whipped cream. Remove the top of 
each previously cut round of sponge and hea 
the fruit mixture on the lower sponge, divid- 
ing the mixture evenly betwen the glasses. 
Replace the upper half of the sponge cakes 
and sprinkle with sherry. Make a little 
custard by adding a teaspoonful of cornflour 
to half a pint of belliag milk. Boil in double 
saucepan for five minutes, and allow to cool. 
Then add a well-beaten egg, and allow to 
come to almost boiling point, stirring slowly 
all the time. Add a few drops of Vanilla 
essence and a teaspoonful of sugar. Pour 
evenly and gently into the glasses, and allow 
to become quite cold and set. Then add 
whipped cream, flavoured with Vanilla, and 
decorate with whole fruit, which should first 
be rolled in castor sugar. Serve with boudoir 
or wafer biscuits. Any fresh fruit of the 
berry type will make this delicious summer 
variation of the usual winter trifle.

If they are mere “‘ buttons’’ they can 
be made go further if they are used as a 
sauce for white meat. They should be very 
carefully washed and stalks removed, then 
bake in a stewpan with a little butter, 
pepper, salt and lemon juice, add a gill ({pt.) 
of white sauce, and thin it out with stock 
or milk—bo:l until the buttons are quite soft, 
and serve,

tion, and Mr. William Lockhart, 
Chairman of the Jerritzpass Milk Record: 
ing Association, a party of thirty farmers 
from that junction of the Counties Down 
and Armagh travelled by special omnibus to 
Dublin yesterday, with the object of daition 
the Albert Agricultural College and the Horse 
Show. 

On arriving at the Albert Agricultural 
College they were received by Professor 
Drew, Director of the Agricultural Faculty, 
University College, Dublin, who said that 
he and his colleagues at the Oollege were 
specially pleased to have a visit from fellow- 
farmers across the border. Their difficn- 
ties and problems were almost identical, 
and could be more easily solved if they 
got. together. 

The herd of pigs kept at Glasnevin was, 
he said, one of the oldest in the British 
Isles. It owed its name to the fact that, 
following a visit of Queen Victoria to Dub- 
lin, Frince Albert sent some pigs from the 
Royal herds at Windsor. 

In Professor Drew's opinion, the future of 
agriculture will depend more on the know- 
ledge, initiative and organising ability of 
the farmer than on any other factor. 

They must be prepared to change their 
methods to overcome difficulties. They were 
coutinually in competition with the graded 
produce of other countries, and farmers 
with a practical and scientific training would 
be in a stronger position than those who 
relied on purely empirical methods. 

Governments, no doubt, could help agricul. 
ture materially, but farmers could o a great 
deal to help themselves. The individual 
farmer as a producer was almost helpless, 
and for that reason Joyal co-operation was 
essential. 

At that institution they were doing all they 
could for the advancement of agricultural! 
knowlecge, their work being divided between 
education on the one hand and research and 
investigation on the other. On the educa- 
tional side they had a degree course, extend- 
ng over four years, leading to the 

Agric.Sc. degree, and last year they had 
37 students in attendance. They also had a 
twelve months’ course, which was very popu- 
lar, and a course for horticultural students. 

On the research side they were inve-tigat- 
ing problems in farm management, and no 
little time was lost cn what might be termed 
negative ' work; cr proving that. some of 
tho ‘“‘new-fangled”’ theories and “ green ” 
ideas put forward for the betterment of 
agriculture are not always practicabie under 
ordir. .- farm conditions. 


REMARKABLE RESEARCH. 

They mg pro't--d at that College the 
well-knov7n oats, Glasnevin Sonas, which 
have Sees a a great boon to farmers, and have 
gone some of the way towards solving the 
question of the extension of tillage in Ire- 
land. The College had other new varieties 
of cereals, which, in some respects, would be 
superior to e isting varieties. Attention was 
also being devoted to the improvement of 
forage crops. 


The work of the Plant Pathology Depart- 


ment had been so highly thought of that a

MAN hunt has been organised by the 
A police following the finding yesterday 

of the body of Minnie Reid (22), a 
housemaid, in a plantation off a laneway at 
Derrynane, about eight miles from Porta- 
down, Her throat wus cut from ear to ear. 
The body was partly decomposed, and her 
glove was stuffed in her throat to staunch 
the flow of blood. A theory is that the girl 
was lured to the lonely spot in a motor car. 
Miss Reid was employed by Mr. David 
Collen, Portadown. She left her employment 
on the night of July 27, and her subsequent 
movements are a mystery. 

Constables armed with billhooks and 
hatchets cleared the plantation to-day in 
search of the weapon, either a knife or a 
razor, with which, it is thought, the crime 
was committed. 

Photographs of the scene were taken and 
the glove is to be examined for finger prints, 

A deposit receipt for £30 and a wristlet 
watch are said to be missing. 

The inquest was opened at. The Birches 
to-night, and after evidence of identification 
was given. by the father, Robert Reid, a 
well-known iarmer, who sobbed bitterly, the 
Coroner (Mr. T. D. Gibson, M.A.) stated 
that, as the doctors had not completed their 
investigations, the police authorities requested 
an adjournment. 

Conveying a message of sympathy, the 
Coroner said that he did not wish to say 
anything about the crime that had horrified 
the entire community. That would be in- 
vestigated by another tribunal. 

In the evening the remains of the deceased 
girl were laid to rest in the family burying 
ground at Derrygortreavy.

The Will to Peace. 


In Dáil Eireann yesterday President de 
Valera made a short speech in explanation 
of his request for £2,000,000 as an emerg- 
ency fund for the prosecution of the 
economic war against Great Britain. 
Deputies in all parts of the House were 
anxious to hear from the President from 
what sources he proposed to take this large 
sum of money, and also to what purposes 
he proposed to devote it; but they were 
disappointed. Mr. de Valera vouchsafed 
no detailed information concerning the pro- 
posed grant-in-aid. He spoke vaguely 
about the establishment of industries, the 
opening of alternative markets, and the 
like, but left the House in utter ignor- 
ance of both the essential points. Only 
one thing is certain. The Free State tax- 
payer, in one way or another, is being 
required to provide the Government with 
£2,000,000 over and above the crushing 
sums in which he already is being muleted 
as a result of Mr. MacEntee’s Budget. 
President de Valera has a'ke Ddil 
Eireann for a blank cheque, and, in view 
of Labour’s parliamentary commitments, 
he almost certainly will get it. The 
suggestion has been made that the money 
will be raised from the Contingency Fund, 
or even that the land annuity funds that 
have been paid into the Suspense Account 
will be withdrawn and handed over to the 
Government; but whencesoever the money 
comes it must be found eventually by the 
taxpayer. If Mr. de Valera fulfils his 
threat to set a time-limit to his acceptance 
of the principle of arbitration in respect of 
the land annuities, and uses the money for 
the purposes of his new fund—whatever 
they may happen to be—the Free State 
farmer need have no illusions. He will 
pay every penny—and considerably more— 
in the shape of British tariffs against his 
live-stock and farm produce, while the 
Free State duties against British goods of 
all kinds will increase his production and 
living costs very substantially. If this 
criminal “ war ” between the Free State 
and her only client is allowed to continue, 
Mr. de Valera’s £2,000,000 emergency fund 
will be a mere drop in the ocean of 
Ireland’s loss. 

President de Valera and his supporters 
seem to regard the economic struggle as a 
thing desirable in itself. Have they given 
no thought to the inevitable consequences 
of their folly; and can they regard with 
entire equanimity a condition of affairs 
in which the Free State farmer will be 
left with his cattle, his butter, his eggs 
and his bacon on his hands, and the 
inhabitants of the twenty-six counties will 
be forced to exist by taking in one 
another’s washing? The dream of a self- 
sufficient Free State is a vain thing. At 
the back of the Government’s policy there 
appears to be a nebulous ideal of a 
political economy reared on the principles 
of Christian Socialism; but, as Professor 
O'Sullivan declared in the Dáil yesterday, 
such a State hardly can be built upon 
the. basis of broken treaties and repudiated 
debts. At any rate, discussions about this 
or that form of economic polity have no 
meaning at present. A situation is being 
created in which the existence of a State 
of any kind will be imperilled. Mr. 
Blythe referred to the “war” against 
Britain as ‘‘an imbecilic struggle,” and 
who will gainsay him? Even if he had 
right on his side, President de Valera 
must know perfectly well that the Free 
State cannot possibly hope to bring Great 
Britain to her knees, and its weakness is 
intensified an hundredfold by the fact that 
he is in the wrong. We have no desire 
to embitter a situation that already is 
pregnant with mischief, and we would 
appeal to President de Valera to pause 
before he pursues farther a course that

stated that her acceptance of a pacific 
agreement was conditional upon a final 
settlement of the whole dispute. The 
alleged—and, no doubt, actual—cause of 
strife is a long-standing difference about 
the frontier in the Gran Chaco area. This, 
in itself comparatively trifling, issue has 
been aggravated by the passage of time, 
propinquity and a series of “ incidents ”' 
until Bolivians,and Paraguayans have 
come to regard each other as natural 
enemies. Telegrams from La Paz and 
Asuncion narrate scenes which are 
reminiscent of those that occurred in 


same month sixteen years ago, Civilians 
throng the streets and beg to be mobilised 
in battalions, while in Paraguay even the 
women are anxious to be enrolled. 

Yet, though the atmosphere may be 
sultry and explosive—even thundery, if 
we accept the report of the bombardment 
—all hope of peace is not yet lost. In the 
first place, the League has been called 
upon—however unsatisfactory its terms of 
reference may be owing to Bolivia's 
susceptibilities—to act; secondly, there are 
other countries in the South American 
continent who are more powerful than 
the two incipient belligerents and are not 
anxious to add the dangers of a neigh- 
bouring war to their other worries. The 
Argentine, perhaps, owing to her con- 
tiguity to Bolivia and Paraguay—the 
Pilcomayo River is her frontier with both 
—is the most important. Already, ‘‘ in 
order to maintain the integrity of her own 
neutrality,’’ she has sent several regi- 
ments to watch her borders, and it is 
significant that her Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Saavedra Lamas, stili claims to be 
‘‘ optimistic of the prospects of peace.” 
On the whole, South American opinion 
appears to favour Parayuay, probably 
because the Bolivians demand that any 
settlement shall permit them to retain 
the positions which they have occupied. 
Accordingly, without open departure from 
their neutrality, the other South American 
Republics can accord Paraguay access to 
the sea along the Paraguay River while 
they thrust Bolivia back upon her own 
resources. Nevertheless, the Bolivians 
have an initial advantage in their stronger 
standing army, and are not undisposed to 
make use of it. The whole business is a 
sad reflection upon the usefulness of the 
League of Nations to avert bloodshed. 
Here are two of the least powerful States 
in the world about to embark upon a 
serious war—the regular armies of both 
countries, added together, amount to little 
more than a division—and conflict, if it 
is escaped, now will be avoided not owing 
to the League’s prompt action, but 
through the mediation of bored neigh- 
bours. 


Persuasion. 


In the modern world the men of science 
have us at their mercy. They have 
destroyed our confidence in our digestions 
by unnecessarily frank revelations about 
vitamines ; they have explored our com- 
plexes and tested our reactions ; they have 
reduced the mystery of homo sapiens to a 
formula. Yet—and in this frustration the 
ordinary man will take the keenest 
delight—they have failed to make 
pedestrians keep to the left. Some months 
ago the authorities of the London Under- 
ground Railways, anxious to relieve the 
congestion of their subterranean corridors, 
called psychology to their aid. In a busy 
station they painted the floors of the 
passages with parallel stripes slanting 
from right to left. Thus, they argued. 
the public would be mesmerised into a 
proper course; for by all the rules of 
psychology they must drift instinctively 
with the lines and gravitate to the left 
wall. Scientifically, the scheme was flaw- 
less, but it has been wrecked completely 
by the unconquerable spirit of man. Some 
few meek citizens were influenced, but the 
great majority contrived to overcome the 
mesmeric influence with ridiculous ease, 
and strode along with the care-free 
abandon of a Prussian officer in a garrison 
town. The state of the passages in the 
station became much worse than before, 
and the baffled psychologists have decided 
to let the lines fade into oblivion. A 
simpler éxperiment tried in Dublin a year 
ago met with no greater success; for 
pedestrians ignored the white lines which 
were painted on the pavement as a mute 
reproach to those who steer an erratic 
course. Conspicuous notices are useless ; 
the appeal to the subconscious has failed. 
Not until mankind has progressed to a 
more perfect state will it be possible to 
walk with comfort down Grafton street in 
the middle of the day.

BASIS OF GENEROUS 
“TREATMENT. 
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IR THOMAS INSKIP (the British 
Attorney-General) spoke on the Irish 
situation at a Conservative meeting at 
Stranraer last night. Ten years had 
passed since the Treaty with Ireland was 
signed, he said, and the time had seemed 
favourable for closer and more harmonious 
fiscal relations between Great Britain and 
the Irish Free State. But the outlook 
was now a grave one. They could not 
view with detachment a quarrel! which 
would hinder both countries, though to a 
different extent. 

The question of the Oath of Allegiance 
had, for the moment faded into the back- 
ground. The real significance of the 
attempt to abolish the Oath of Allegiance 
lay in the fact that it was an undoubted 
breach of the Treaty. 

The very existence and status .of the 
Irish Free State depended upon the 
Treaty. To abolish the Oath without the 
consent of the British Government was to 
repudiate the Treaty, and no one could 
be blind to the consequences of that step. 

The British Government was not quick 
to find a quarrel. Grave though the step 
was, nothing was said or done to suggest 
that it was a deliberate step towards the 
severance of the Imperial connection. 

Mr. de Valera’s election speeches un- 
happily induced him to take another step 
which could not be met with acquiescence. 
The adjustment between two Governments 
of their respective financial obligations, 
fnally made in 1926, was disturbed by a 
reckless decision on Mr. de Valera’s part 
to withhold the sums due by the. Irish 
Free State Government in respect of the 
moneys collected by them from the Trish 
farmers to pay for buying their farms. 
The British Government at once offered 
to submit the case to arbitration. We 
stand by our offer; it will continue to 


remain open.

Let it be 
clearly understood that the Government 
is ready to arbitrate at once before an 
Empire tribunal. Failing arbitration, it 
is willing to negotiate either as things now 
are or on the footing of a complete 
restoration of the position as it was before 
Mr. de Valera impounded the annuities. 
There is no question of pride or wounded 
feelings on our part, It is a question of 
commonsense. oS 

Talk without some prospect of finality is 
futile. Mr. de Valera otfers no finality. 
He is to carry on his war, if I may uce his 
military metaphor, while we are to wait. 
suffering, with folded hands, the loss he 
is to be free, without our consent, to in- 
flict upon us. He will neither agree ro 
the wide choice offered within our world- 
wide and varied Empire of an arbitrator 
nor negotiate except on the one-sided basis 
that while talk goes on he should be tree 
to withhold the annuities. For myself, 
I regard such an attitude as utterly un- 
reasonable, 


THE BIGGER ISSUE. 


There is- a) disposition to regard the 
question of the land annuities as the only 
bone of contention between Mr. de Valera 
and ourselves. I wish I could take that 
view. If it were only a question of money, 
the British people are not ungenerous. 
It is not money that stands in the way o/ 
peace. There is something bigger and 
deeper that lies beneath this miserable 
wrangling over the land annuities. 

Does Mr. de Valera want to be a 
partner in the Empire, or is he pursuing 
the will-o’-the-wisp of a Republic? There 
is no reason to suppose that the Irish 
people—especially the farmers—are blind 
to the solid advantages of Dominion 
status. The value of the British con- 
nection is being brought home to them now 
in their expefience of the bitter fruits of 
Mr. de Valera’s election programme. 

If there could be a clear and sincere 
declaration of the desire and intention of 
the Irish Free State to stay within the 
Empire on the basis of their constitutional 
position, and in a spirit of loyal partner- 
ship, no annuities or debts could cloud the 
prospect. We are entitled to ask, after 
all that has harpened, whether this 
declaration is to be forthcoming. What 
is the answer of the Irish people, who are 
being ruined in this struggle? What stands 
at the end of it all? 

Ireland and Great Britain cannot live 
apart. What God has joined, no man 
can separate. Sooner or later, after much 
loss and suffering, the two countries will 
have to reconcile their fiscal differences.

AN official Bolivian bulletin to-day 

states that a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment of the Paraguayan positions has 
begun in the sector of the Gran Chaco 
region, near the Pilcomayo River, which 
is the boundary between the Argentine and 
Bolivia, and also between the Argentine 
and Paraguay. The news was received 
| with delirious cheering in Bolivia. 

The Bolivian Government is, according 
to advices received here from La Paz, pre- 
pared to accept the proposal of the neutral 
countries to suspend hostilities, but only 
on the basis of the maintenance of the 
positions already occupied. 

The Bolivian Press criticises the Note cf 
the neutral Powers on the ground that its 
acceptance would be tantamount to the 
surrender of Bolivia’s sovereignty. 

On the other hand, the Note is warmly 
welcomed by Paraguay, according to latest 
advices received here from Asuncion. 


EVERY AVAILABLE MAN.

THE DECISIVE PHASE 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :'— 

The delegates to the Ottawa Conference 
have now reached the critical point of 
their work. Definite suggestions for the 
improvement of inter-Empire trade are 
now being discussed between the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain and those of 
each of the Dominions. The delegates now 


Í have before them all the material required 
Í for working out an equitable agreeemen! 


for the mutuul benefit of the two parts of 
the Empire. 

The main difference between Mr. 
Bennett’s attitude and that of Mr. Bruce 
is over wheat. adds The Times. The 
Canadian Prime Minister is still anxious 
to see some advantage given to Dominion 
wheat in the British market either by 
quota or, as he thinks would be better, 
by a tariff proference. The Australian 
Government take the view that, since the 
Dominions produce far .more wheat than 
can possibly be purchased by Great 
Britain, what they would gain in Great 
Britain from any such assistance would be 
more than counterbalanced by the result- 
ing dislocation of trade and by the con. 
sequently increased competition in foreign 
markets. : 

A difficulty has arisen which well illus- 
trates the complicated nature of the 
problems- before the Conference. The 
British millers point out that, if they are 
to be handicapped by- a quota system or 
by duties on foreign wheat, they will need 
protection against competition from the 
milling industries in the Dominions. 
Their claims, however, are ' naturally 
opposed by the Canadian flour millers, 
who bring forward a string of weighty 
arguments to show what a damaging blow 
to them a British duty oh Dominion wheat 
would be. The whole wheat question, 
like that of the other requests put for- 
ward by Mr. Bennett, must be considered 
in the light of the corresponding. benefits 
he is prepared to offer in exchange. 

There need be no cause for alarm if, at 
first, the headway is not. very rapid, or 
even if fresh difficulties are encountered. 
The Conference has so far made very 
satisfactory progress. and th» final result 
may be awaited with confidence.

He expected the Government 
to go deeper into the mess, and that a great 
deal of damage would be done to the 
national and economic position and. the 
morale of the people, There was no detailed 
information how the money was to be spent, 
while the Government had already got 
powers to impose taxation of almost any. kind 
and to any extent without consulting /arlia- 
ment, : 

The Government wanted to have powers now 
to spend large sums of money, for which expen- 
diture they would not have the “neck” to ask 
Parliament. Was this £2,000,000 to be given 
to the 1.R.A. to maintain a national morale 
for the purpose of the present emergency, or 
was it going to be spent to buy off the TRA?

the hair-shirt theory literally, of carrying on 
without international trade. They had a 
very great shortage of national resources— 
their territory was sr :ll, and great quantities 
of goods must be imported if any standard of 
civilised life was to be maintained.. These 
imports must be paid for with exports. 


DAMAGE MIGHT BE 
SEVENTY MILLIONS. 


The Government was in a position to make 
a good bargain in the present dispute, but. 
if the war went on, before very long it would 
not matter what happened to the land 
annuities. If the Government pursued its 
policy much longer, then damage would he 
done that would not be anything like repaid, 
even if the Government got the whole of the 
annujties and the other sums with the 
absolute good-will of Great Britain. ‘Ihe 
Government could very easily, in this 
ridiculous, absurd and selfish struggle into 
which it was forcing the country,” cause 
damage amounting to £70,000, 

Lhe annuities were not of any importance 
in this struggle. The President s object was 
to get legal power, and power through talking 
the people into a war fever, to enable him 
to remould the country into the sort of State 
he wished for. He felt certain that the 
President. was not going to stampede the 
people.- There were many intelligent people 
in the country who were not going to be 
led into the ‘belief that there was a national 
struggle going on. There was nothing in 
the whole matter but a question of account- 
ancy, 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.F., Cork, East) said 
that from the moment that any attempt was 
made to settle the present situation by nego- 
tiation or arbitration the Opposition . froat 
bench blocked it. Undoubtedly, the farmers 
were in a bad position, but they had been 
placed in that position by the last Govern- 
ment. The farmers of the country were not 
afraid of the present struggle. They had 
faced up to serious situations before, and 
would do so again, and the present. Govern- 
ment was only carrying out the mandate 
which it had received from the people. One 
Cumann na nGaedheal county councillor down 
the country had more patriotism than the 
whole Opposition front bench put together. 
The people’s representatives on public boards, 
regardless of party, were supporting tha 
Government in this emergency.

ATTRIBUTING BAD MOTIVES 


Mr. DILLON (independent, Co. Donegal) 
said that the fact that any Executive Council 
should ask for money on the terms sought in 
this case was sufficient to shake the con- 
fidence of the House. They were asked to 
vote £2,000,000; but they were not told how 
it was going to be spent. The Executive 
Council frankly admitted that they did not 
know how they were going to spend it. The 
Government said that they wanted a blank 
cheque. Why? They could call the Dail to- 
gether in twenty-four hours. The Executive 
Council asked the House to jettison the vital 
principles of democratic government. 

He had heard Fianna Fail deputies talking 
about memberg of the Opposition playing 
England’s game. When he heard it, it struck 
him as being very foolish or deliberately dis- 
honest. It was bad for the people of the 
country when one or other of the parties in 
the House started hurling the word traitor 
across the floor. The most .vital thing that 
the country needed was a cessation of that 
spirit between the two principal gees 

Far more important to Ireland than victory 
or defeat in this difference with England 
was that the people should be united for the 
service of the country. The right was claimed 
that an International Court should be recog- 
nised. That was established by Mr. Cosgrave 
and defended by Mr. McGilligan at Geneva, 
and at the Imperial Conference. 

Was there any reason why financial experts 
from the two countries should not meet with 
a view to arriving at a permanent settle- 
ment? Were the front bench of Cumann na 
nGaedheal to tell lies or remain silent? It 
was their duty to speak their minds frankly, 
and tell what they believed to be the truth. 
He appealed to the President to endeavour 
to bring about a settlement. There was 
something that was more vital even than 
agreement, and that was the bringing about 
of a better feeling between the President's 
party and the party opposite, and the Presi- 
dent could contribute to that by telling the 
members of his own party to give up the 
practice of attributing base motives to honest 
men. If the President would address him- 
self to the solution of this difficulty there 
would be some hope for the people and a 
happy ending of this dispute. 


CRUSHED WITH TAXATION. 


Dr. O’HIGGINS (C. na nG.,, Leix-Offaly) 
said the people were crushed with taxation 
to the marrow of their bones. What case 
could be made for the extortion of another 
£2.000.000? How was it proposed to spend 
the money ? ; 

Mr. DAVIS (C. na nG.) called the atten- 
tion of the Speaker to the fact that Mr. 
Flinn (Parliamentary Secretary of Finance) 
was reading a newspaper on the benches, 
and asked was it in order to do so in the

Mr. FLINN said he was reading the state- 
ment of the President. 

He put aside the newspaper and the de- 
bate was resumed. 

Dr. O’HIGGINS, resuming, said that no 
one had given any indication of how the 
money was to be expended. It was asking 
a. bit too much to give the Government that 
money without having some information. 
It should be too much even to ask from the 
Labour deputies. The country wanted to 
know what was the cause of the economic 
war. Was it the natural result of the 
various silly. and foolish steps taken and 
the silly and foolish statements made bv 
the present Ministers over a period of the 
last three months. St. Patrick’s Day was 
utilised as an occasion to broadcast to 
America a message of blatant defiance 
against Great Britain. Would not any man 
regard that as a provocative gesture to a 
friendly country? Then they had an at- 
tempt to boycott the position of the 


mannerly way, and give offence to a man 
who all his life had been a credit to his 
country. 


BOUQUET FOR THE 
PRESIDENT. 


Was this country prepared to accept mem- 
bership of. the British Commonwealth of 
Nations under the Treaty, and on that basis 
demand the cessation of the payment 
of land annuities?’

THE REMISSION OF ALL 
CUSTOMS DUTIES.

OORK, Thursday. 

At the meeting of the Cork County Council 
the following resolution was proposed by Mr.

Mr. Hinchin said: Some time ago you 
had several thousand men employed at Ford’s, 
and, I believe, to-day you have something 
like 2,000, but if there is duty to be paid 
on their raw materials, I believe you will 
have the factory closed altogether with a loss 
of about £10,000 weekly to Cork City and 
County.
